SPEECH OF F. W. GERSHAW, M. P.! 
DELIVERED IN THE HOUSE OF 
COMMONS 


Mr F. W. Gershaw (Medicin: Hat). 

Mr Speaker, in conformity with con- 
vention and in all sincereity I wish to 
congratulate the mover and t'e sec- 
onder of the address upon their elo- 
quence and the subject matter o° ther 
speeches. 

Luring the last few months the 
band of death has been laid upon this 
house. The honoured senior member 
of t*is house, Right Hon. Ernest La- 
pointe, has passed on and has left a 
vacancy which will be hard to fill. He 
was a comparatively young man who 
had endeared himself both to the 
members of this house and to the peo- 
ple of this country. He had reached a 
high place in the councils of our land. 
It goes to show that— 

The glories of our blood and state 

Are shadows, not substantial things; 

There is no armour against fate; 

Death lays his icy hand on kings. 

We are engaged in the greatest war 
in the world’s history. Whatever 
causes there may have been for this 
war in its early days, it is now clear 
that it is one of aggression, that our 
enemies are out for the domination of 
the world. This throws upon people 
living in this age a great obligation, 
the obligation of resisting aggression 
in the name of religion, in the name 
of our way of life, in the name of the 
freedom and the liberties which we 
have enjoyed. Surely we are the cust-| 
Odians of what has been gained in the! 
past, and we must save for posterity 
some of those precious rights which 
were gained by our forefathers at 
great cost. This is the critical stage, | 


and those who may live in this world 
long after we have gone will look 
back upon our actions at this time. A 
great responsibility has been thrown 
upon us, but at the same time a great 
opportunity has been given to us. Per- 
haps I can express this in a few lines

Sugar Beet industry—

trict whence I come. The beet sugar 
industry is one of which I have spoken 
many times. The investment in this 
industry means a great deal to th ir- 
rigated districts in the drought strick- 
en area. The Minister of Finance (Mr 
Ilsley) has promised that seriovs con- 
sideration will be given to the expan- 
sion of that industry. In rural districts 
the people are very active at this time. 
In the very smallest communities 
there are Red Cross organizations. 
where you will find women knitting | 
comforts for the soldiers, and war, 
savings campaigns are carried on con- 
tinuously. The people are also very 
much interested in the salvage cam- 
paign. Up to the present it has been 
difficult to accomplish very much be- 
cause of the high costs of getting sal- 
vage from where it is available to the 
place where it can be made use of. Re- 
cently as a result of many conferences 
betwen th department and the railway 
officers a very reasonable freight rate | 
has been arranged for carload lots of 
30,000 pounds and upwards, and some 
sixteen sortation centres have been 
selected in different parts of Canada 
so that the salvage of rubber, bones. 
bottles, shoes, metals, paper, magaz- 
ines and things of that sort can now 
go on, and there is reasonable pros- 
pect of making a contribution that is 
really worth while. 

Farmers’ Bonuses— 

Ther is a great deal of discourage- 
ment and dissatisfaction among the 
farming people of this country. With- 
in a few days, Mr Speaker, a delega- 
tion of some 400 or 450 farmers, mostly 
from teh province of Saskatchewan, 
will arrive in Ottawa. There has been 
collected from people who have sign- : 
ed petitions something like $35,000 or 
$40,000 to bring two trainloads of del- 
egates here. That in itse'f is one indi- 
cation of dissatisfaction. Another is 
the indignation meetings which are 
held by the farmers from time to time. 
The statistics show that there is a 
very unequal distribution of income 
in this country. About 33.9 per cent 
of the able-bodied people of this coun- 
try are engaged in the farming indus- 
try, and although that makes up one- 
third of the population, they received 
in the year 1940 only 11.1 per cent of 
the national income, There is a_ dis- 
crepaney there which should not ex 
ist, a discrepancy which is causin: 
much dissatisfaction thrughout the 
length and breadth of the country. 

This government has tried to in- 
crease, by a system of bonusing, the 
revenues which the farmer receives. 
Quite a number of bonus schemes have 
been put into operation. There is the 
wheat acreage reduction bonus, a sup- 
plementary bonus of seventy-five 
cents per acre up to a maximum of | 
200 acres, and there is the Prairie! 
Farm Assistance Act. Yet there is 
much disappointment because of the 
slowness with which these payments

After last week’s turbulent debate, | 


things at Westminster have settled 
back to normal with Prime Minister 
Churchill and members of parliament 
both equally satisfied that all had 
turned out for the best. 

The House of Com- 
mons got two of the 
principal things that 
it had not been able 
to get before. The 
promise of Empire 
representation in 
the cabinet and the 
promtse that a min- 
ister of production 
would be appointed. 
In return for these 
concessions the Prime Minister got 
what he wanted. A vote of confidence 
of 464 to one, 

Lord Beaverbrook has been named 
production minister and other minor 
changes have been made, 

It is agreed that Mr Churchill’s per- 
formance was masterly. 

When it finally came time for him 
to throw a fine chunk of meat to the 
wolves by promising to appoint a 
minister of production, the Prime 
Minister was able to persuade them 
that he had intended to do it all along 
—at least since long before the pres- 
ent debate was forced upon him.

Churchill’s explanation of the broad 
strategic reasoning which led the 
government to send the Repulse and 
Prince of Wales to Singapore gener- 
ally is regarded as acceptable. 

At the same time, there  is_ still 
great uneasiness about the way in 
which those vessels were handled 
and he did not allay it by his ener- 
getic defence of the late Admiral Tom 
Phillips. 

Consequently it is hoped that ac- 
tion will result from his promise that 
“while I take full responsibility for

The M. P.’s were not completely! 


convinced by the Prime Minister’s 
contention that the chance of drown 
ing 20,000 Japanese was worth the 
risk and that success might have 
meant “relief from the whole catalo- 
gue of misfortunes which have since 
come upon us and have still to come.” 

The stress which he laid on the 
shortage of aircraft carriers was also 
offset somewhat by the revelation 
that the Jap bombers which sank the 
two battleships were based on an air- 
drome 400 miles away..

Despite the assiduous’ efforts of 
Sumner Welles and the foreign min- 
isters of most of the other twenty re- 
publics of the western hemisphere 
meeting at Rio, Argentina’s govern- 
ment could not be budged from its 
conviction that the Axis may yet win 
this war and that Argentina’s best in- 
terests will be furthered by maintain- 
ing diplomatic and economic relations 
with the Axis. 

Thus the solidarity which it had 
been hoped to achieve at the Rio con- 


; ference was blocked by Argentinian’ 


obstructionism. Chile, which held a1 
national election February first and| 
did not wish to commit itself in the 
interim, stood with Argentina against 
unanimous severance of diplomatic 
and economic relations with the Axis. 

Since the United States desired to 


. preserve the principle of “unanimous” 


action by all of the republics it ac- 
quiesced in a meaningless resoluution 
to “recommend” rupture which Ar- 
gentina consented to sign.

Time will demonstrate the wisdom 
of this concession to Argentina. Hap- 
pily for the United States, Brazil, 
which from a strategic standpoint is 
much more important than Argentina 
to defence of the western hemisphere 
threw in its lot with the united nat-; 
ions, 

Peru, Uruguay, Paraguay and Bol- 
fivia had preceded Brazil in breaking 
diplomatic and commercial relations 
with the Axis and Ecuador followed 
suit. Twelve other Latin nations had 
broken relations with the Axis short- 
ly after Pear] Harbor. 

It is hoped that Chile may sever its 
ties with the Axis after the election 
dust settles down. That* would leave 
Argentina as the only nation In the

which in spite of the poor appearance 
of the seed is true to variety, is of 
high germination, and contains but 
little weed seeds or of other kinds of 
grains,

Unemployient Insurance 
Commission 


Information has been given out by 
Mr W. H. Ross, manager of the Local 
Employment and Claims Office, with 
respect to the Order in Council pas- 
sed recently by the Federal Govern- 
ment to provide insurance coverage 
for workers, who would normally earn 
less than $2,000 a year, but whose 
earnings, in certain specified instan- 
ces, are now in excess of that amount. 

Under the Unemployment Insurance 
Act such workers would be excepted 
from making contributions to the in- 
surance fund and, therefore, would be 
deprived of benefits should they be- 
come unemployed. 

Many employees who it was intend- 
ed should be insured under the Act are 
now earning over $2,000 and thus be- 
ing excepted. Stepping up of war in- 
dustries has been the cause and 
hence the Government decided upon 
immediate action by Order in Coun- 
cil under the War Measures Act.

Churchill Speaks To Parliament— 

When Prime Minister Churchill rose 
to speak, he was almost directly be- 
low me. Over the railing, I could look 
down on his partly-bald head, with 
wisps of hair brushed across it. He 
stood at tte corner of the table on 
which teh mace lay. B fore him were 
his notes in a broad book. He did not 
read the speech but kept his eye fre- 
quently on his notes. 

Mr Churchill was dressed in the 
same clothes one sees in so many of 
his photographs. That is not surpris- 
ing since his suits are as strictly ra- 
tioned as those of every Br'tisher. He 
had on a black coat, with a wh'te

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handkerchief showing conspicuously 
over the edge of the breast pocket. He 
wore the famous bow tie with the 
spots and spectacles with heavy rims. 
The skin of his face and head was a 
bright rosy pink as I looked down at 
close range.
